DOMESTIC SEWS. 


The Sew York Slock M arket. 
N ew Y ork, October 2d (Wall Street, 11 
A. M.).—Stocks opened firm in the first half 
hoar. Western Union developed marked 
strength, and advanced to 81J. The rise is 
due to the decision in favor ot the company 
by the Court. One of the attorneys of the 
company says that the decision means that 
the adverse general term decision is reversed, 
and the decision by Judge Truax in the c >m- 
pany's favor is affirmed. This establishes 
the legality of 315,526,590 of stock, and re­ 
moves all obstacles in the way of the pay­ 
ment of dividends. 
Collection of Taxes In New York. 
N ew Y ork, October 2d.—The tax books 
for 1883 were opened yesterday morning. 
Among the first payments was §6 542 53 on 
the property of President Arthur a n d Jlobert 
Graham Du», the assessed value being $285,­ 
700. William H. Vanderbilt paid about 
$170,000 on his total estate, while John 
Jacob Astor B en t in a check for $460 000 on 
real eBtnte. William H. Vanderbilt also 
paid $22 900 on personal property, assessed 
at $1,000,(MS). 
Cornelius Vanderbilt paid 
$2.290 on $100,000 worth of property, and 
the amount paid by Trinity Church was $00,­ 
000. Taxes on about $3,000,000 were paid 
during the day. 
An Independent Movement. 
N ew Y ork, October 21.—A movement has 
been set en foot in Brooklyn to name Low 
for re-election to the Mayor’s ( ffiee as a citi­ 
zens’ candidate. Of the dtzen men who be- 
gnn this movement, five are loading Demo­ 
crats, the remainder R-puhlicanB. Among 
the former are several who have held posts of 
trust in the Democratic party, and two of 
them have been strongly urged to take the 
Democratic nomination against Low. 
Tbe Connertlcnt Elections. 
H a rtfo rd , October ?1.—Risulta as far as 
heard from show the Republicans have car­ 
ried a large majority of the towns, making 
gains apparently on tbe figures of one year 
8R0. 
Enlta’s Crank Follower. 
P h ilad e lp h ia , October 21 — James H. 
Heneriu, a personal friend and legal adviser 
of Lotta Crabtree, is in receipt of a letter 
from her dated in Paris, in which she states 
that Uuss, the crank or fraud, who endeav­ 
ored after she had sailed to palm himself oil 
as her husband, f illowed her a week after­ 
ward. He appeared at her hotel in Paris and 
persisted in endeavoring to obtain an ¡Dter- 
view. His pretense was that he had a valu­ 
able diamond earring belonging to her which 
he wanted to return. He did not succeed in 
seeing tbe lady and finally disappeared. 
The National Debt. 
W ashington, October 2i.—The debt state­ 
ment shows a decrease of the public debt 
daring September of $14 707,279; cash in 
Treasury. $355 450,670; gold certificates, 
$82,595,240 ; Bilver certificates. $94 400,241 ; 
certificates of deposit, $945,000; refunding 
certificates, $33?,750; legal tenders, $34,668,­ 
106 ; fractional currency. $6 992,906; cash 
available October 1st, $158,546,016; issue of 
standard silver dollars for the week ending 
September 29.h, $671,499; corresponding 
period last year, $561,499. 
In the Straits of Sundn. 
New Y ork, October 2J.—Capt. Weupper, 
of the German ship Prochell, which arrived 
from Manila yesterday, reports that on May 
29th, when in the Straits of Sunda, he wit­ 
nessed ono of the first of the great volcanic 
disturbances which caused so great havoc in 
that portion of the world. AsheB to the depth 
of three inches lay on the deck of the Pro­ 
chell, and the water appeared to be covered 
with the same substance. Ashes fell steadily 
for over 48 hours. After Krakaloa was last 
seen no disturbance of the water was noticed, 
H ancock's H ealth. 
N ew Y ork, October 2d.—Dr. J. H. Jane­ 
way being asked as to the condition of Gen- 
ral Hancock, gave in reply the following 
bulletin: “ General Hancock is much better 
this morning. Tbe wound is discharging 
freely, and lookd remarkably well. His ap­ 
petite is very good, bis digestion normal and 
he sleeps well. The statement in yesterday’s 
papers is incorrect in many if not all partic­ 
ulars.

A bit­ 
ter fi;ht was made at the polls to-day be­ 
tween the Catholics and Protestants, each 
side boycotting the candidates of the other 
B ide. At the town meeting it was the inten­ 
tion of the Protestants to introduce resolu­ 
tions calling upon the town officers to remove 
Father Lynch's crucifix from tbe roadside, as 
a nuisance, but the Catholics outnumbered 
their opponents two to one, and the resolu­ 
tions were not offered.

C hicago, October 2d.—Sergeant Bates, 
tbe famous flag-bearer, will leave this city 
next Monday with hia eon Frank, for a pe­ 
destrian tour to Atlanta, Ga., the boy carry­ 
ing an American flag all the way, and the 
father delivering patriotic addresses at all 
towns through which they pass. From At­ 
lanta they will march over Sherman’s route 
to the sea to Savannah, which city they ex­ 
pect to reach on (’hristmas day. The Ser­ 
geant’s object in having his boy accompany 
him ti bear the flag is to draw around him 
boys of the North and Sonth as they march 
on through the country, and inspire the cit­ 
izens of the future with "patriotic zeal and 
devotion,” as he puts it.

How K entuckians Punish Adultery. 
Chicago, October 2d.—In Hillsborongh, a 
little town in the edge of the mountain re­ 
gion, in the eastern part of Fleming county, 
Ky., lives Mrs. I.ueretta Mungle, a widow, 
young and well-to-do. Michael Kelly, a 
miner, who is also young and good-looking, 
took a fancy to her, which she reciprocated. 
He spent a good deal of time at het house 
when not at work. This had been noticed 
for Bome time, and some of the ladies of 
the town appealed to Mrs. Mungle’s sense 
of self-respect. She paid no heed to them. 
Then a committee of men visited Kelly, and 
advised him, but he told them to "mind 
their own business.

On 
Wednesday night a body of persons, masked 
and otherwise disguised, broke into Mrs. 
Mangle’s house suddenly after midnight. 
There they found Kelly and Mrs. Mungle, 
and in a j tfy they pulled Kelly out and also 
Mrs. Mungle, only they were a little more 
gentle with her. Five mientes later they 
were lashed naked to trees in sight of each 
other, and whipped. Tbe mob admonished 
the victims that they would not be respon­ 
sible for their lives if they did not get out of 
the country íd ten days.

C leo v rp ale (Ind.), October 2d.—Bill 
Grimes to day trial to quarrel with a farmer 
named Will Smith. The latter drove out 
into the road, when Grimes threw a rock, 
striking Smith in the temple, killing him in­ 
stantly. Grimes is at large. 
American Hoard of Foreign M issions. 
D etroit, < Ltober 2d.—The seventy-fourth 
annual meeting of the American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions assem­ 
bled in this city this afternoon, and was 
called to order by the venerable ex-Presi­ 
dent, Mark Hopkins, of Williams College. 
Itloody B ailie in a Church. 
_ G alveston (Tex.), October 2d.—In a meet­ 
ing honse at Comanche, Sunday, after the 
preaching was over and the congregation had 
gone to a creek to witness the ordinance of 
baptism, Robert Butchee and his brother 
William, both of whom had remained in the 
building, became involved in a quarrel with 
a Mr. Harris. Robert Butchee received the 
contents of a gun carried by Harris, and ex­ 
pired in a moment. Will Butchee and Harris 
then engaged in a soutfls for the gun, and 
during the struggle Harris was pounded on 
the head so badly that he may die.

(aye In a Sewer Rem arkable Escape. 
C hicago, October 2d.—While fifteen work­ 
men were employed in the construction of a 
sewer in the suburban village of Rogers 
Park this afternooD, and while engaged in 
digging twenty-five feet from the surface, a 
cave occurred which threatened for a time to 
swamp the entire party. Patrick O’Donnell 
was instantly killed, and Henry K. McNic- 
hils wae injured so seriously that he probably 
cannot survive. It is estimated that twenty- 
five tODS of earth was precipitated ioto the 
opening, and for a time it was thought all the 
men had met their death. Their escape was 
little short of miraculous. 
A w ful Deed of a M other. 
M onm octh (III.), October 2d.—Mrs. Bai- 
ky, sged 45 year1, wife of a commercial trav­ 
eler, aud her daughter, aged 16 years, were 
found dead in a cornfield near this city this 
morning, and from a note found on the per­ 
son of the mother it was evident that she had 
killed her child with a razor and then took 
her own life with the same weapon. The 
daughter had been demented since her birth, 
and the mother had of late given herself up 
to brooding over her daughter’s condition, 
which impelled her to tbe awful deed, 
Tragedy In Nebraska. 
Omaha, October 2d.—This evening, at 
York, Neb., W. H. Armstrong, an old resi­ 
dent of York county, was fatally shot by 
John and Walter Gilmore near the fair 
grounds. Walter Gilmore two weeks ago 
married Mr. Armstrong’s daughter against 
her fathers wishes, and he swore vengeance. 
One week afterward Arms’rong met his son- 
in-law and shot at him twice without effect. 
Walter had him arrested, and to-day Arm­ 
strong and his two sons were brought into 
town, and were released apon giving bonds 
for their appearance next Thursday. As they 
were returning home they met W alter Gil­ 
more and his brother John at the fair grounds, 
each party being in a wagon. It is claimed 
that tne wagons locked wheels, and Arm­ 
strong sprang into the other wagon and 
clinched with the Gilmore brothers, when the 
shooting occurred. _ Armstrong was shot 
twice, one ball passing through bis stomach, 
and the other near the heart. He lived long 
enough to make a dying statement. The 
Gilmores surrendered, and are in jail, John 
Gilmore says he did the shooting. W alter 
Gilmore's wife and Elias Gilmore, the father 
of the fcoys, were with them when the trag­ 
edy occurred.

Panic In a School Room . 
N ew York, October 2 j.—Kate Kingston, 
a pupil in the Grammar School on Christy 
street, was taken ill tc-Iay, SDd with shriek­ 
ing and screaming alarmed the children. 
Some me shouted "F ire!” and everything 
was excitement. The fire department was 
summoned, and the alarm was communicated 
throughout the school. When the fire en­ 
gines arrived the children were rapidly es­ 
caping by the many exits of the building. 
These many exits prevented a serious loss 
of life.

THE SICKENING SPECTACLE 
W as all the more horrible from the fact 
th at the remains were in a putrid state, 
some being eo far gone as to ecarcely retain 
th e characteristics necessary to identify 
them as human beings. 
A t the inquest it 
transpired th at these outraged babies were 
the offsprings of poor women in the neigh­ 
borhood, and had been left with the un­ 
dertaker for interm ent, each m other hav­ 
ing deposited the snm of one dollar and 
twenty-five cents for the funeral expenses. 
The undertaker’s plea in extenuation was 
the smallness of the remuneration he re­ 
ceived.

parpóse. 
I t íb scarcely probable, however, 
th at any such system as this wonld operate

where else.

THE ENRICHMENT OF THE FEW, 
The land has yielded its increase and the 
mines their store of wealth, and while the 
masses have barely eked out a living, many 
not being able to do that, a pampered 
aristocracy has rolled in wealth. 
In the 
arena of trade a policy equally fatal to the 
general weal has been pursued. 
The am ­ 
bition of the nation to control the m ar­ 
kets r-f the world, by underselling other 
manufactnring countries, has kept wages 
a t such a low point th at the working classes 
not only have been nnable to lay anything 
by for a rainy day, but have been hardly

to support themselves even in the 


heyday of health and vigor.

The theoretical notions about malaria 
form an instructive page of medical his­ 
tory. 
U ntil about 1823 it was always 
thought to be associated w ith marshes and 
swamps, but in th at year Dr. W illiam Fer- 
guasón brought to England numerous proofs 
th a t it occurred abundantly in elevated 
and rocky regions. 
Such evidences have 
gone on accumulating, and it is now well 
known th at malaria has no necessary con­ 
nection w ith the marsh. 
B ut the profes­ 
sion is still profoundly impressed w ith the 
belief th at malaria is an actual or material 
poisonous substance. To Ilom er it was the 
arrows of Apollo in anger, to the medieval 
folk-lore it was the mischief of elves and 
sprites ; and if scientific medicine does not 
now permit us to personify the malaria, it 
teaches us at least 
to materialize it. 
Although 
the 
fevers 
which 
malaria 
produces 
are 
quite 
unlike 
the 
fe­ 
vers th at are contagious or communi 
cable, the present scientific guides of tbe 
profession are resolved to find a material 
vim s or poison as the cause of them. 
The 
malarial poison was sought for, in the early 
days of chemistry, among the various gases 
of the marsh, but the chemical search 
proved fruitless. 
W hen the microscope 
came in, the miasm was diligently looked 
for in the Boil of malarious localities, and 
in the vapors overhanging them. 
From 
1849 to the present year some tw enty dif­ 
ferent vegetable organisms or their spores, 
of various degrees of complexity, have 
been described each in its turn as the m a­ 
larious miasm, and as the specific cause of 
rem ittent and interm ittent fevers ; and the 
quest for a material substance assumed to 
he the cause of malarial fever is regarded 
with much favor in the best scientific 
circles. 
Meanwhile a body of opinion, 
which takes due account of all the mani 
fold associated circumstances of malaria 
thronghout the world, has been forming 
and yearly growing in volume, th at there 
is no 
malarious 
miasm at 
all ; 
th at 
“ m alaria,” indeed, is a profonnd dis­ 
organization of 
the nervous mechanism 
th at presides over the tem perature of the 
body; and th at this upsetting of the heat 
regulating center is likely to happen when 
the body has been exposed during the day 
to extreme solar heat, and to fatigue, and 
exposure at sundown and in the night to 
the tropical or Bab-tropical chill, which 
will be severe in proportion to the rapid 
cooling of the ground and the amount of 
vapor condensed in the lowest stratum of 
the air. 
There íb no more beautiful me­ 
chanism in nature than th at which keeps 
man’s internal heat always abont ninety 
eight degrees day and night, summer and 
winter, in the Arctic regions or in the 
tropics ; bnt even th at most wonderful of 
all self-adapting pieces of mechanism, if it 
be taxed too much, as by extremes of day 
and night tem perature, will get out of 
gear ; and a fever, (till retaining something 
of the diurnal periodicity, will be the re 
suit. 
No one can read the powerful criti 
cism of Surgeon-Major Oldham, of the In 
dian Medical Service, without discovering 
this rational explanation of malaria to have 
the best of the facts and the best of the 
logic on its side. 
The decision of this 
point of theory one way or another has the 
most momentons issues, not so much for 
the treatm ent of malarions fever as for its 
prevention. 
It is, in Bhort, a question, on 
the one hand, of common prndence in 
warm countries, more often moiBt than 
arid, and more often level than mountain- 
one, against exposure of the body to tbe di­ 
rect action of the sun’s rays and to the 
nightly chill th at followB ; or, on the other 
hand, of a fatalist doctrine of vegetable 
spore8ororganisms of the lowest grade m ak­ 
ing ceaseless war npon mankind. The world 
has a way of finding out the tru th by its 
experiences on the large scale. 
I t settled 
tbe inane theoretical objections to the 
value of cinchona bark, and it will prob­ 
ably form its own opinion on the relative 
m erits of the vegetable-spore theory of 
m alaria and tbe theory of exposure and 
climatic vicissitudes. 
I t will be a regret­ 
table circumstance if in this m atter the 
profession has to follow public opinion 
instead of leading it.—[Q uarterly Review.

A HOVEL PROPOSITION. 
Tee sooner sensible innovations are 
adopted the better, but it is well to be 
sure, before tbe adoption, that they are 
sensible. 
The proposal of the Pennsylva­ 
nia Railroad to introduce a uniform rail­ 
way time standard and to measure the day 
by twenty-four enumerated hours, instead 
of by twelve, íb a very startling, and, in its 
way, interesting suggestion. All the world 
now looks at its watch to ascertain how 
near or bow far the sun happens to be 
from the meridian over that particular 
watch. 
The watch of a man in San fran­ 
cisco is consequently much slower than the 
watch of a man in Chicago, and twelve en­ 
tire hours slower than tnat of a person at 
the antipodes. 
The watch of to-day gives 
the real time of the place for which it 
is regulated. 
Trains, however, on aey 
given system of tracks must be run by 
some common meridian. Owing to the 
multiplicity of railway centers, at least 
fifty meridians are now used 83 the 
standards upon which American trains 
run. Henoe a person taking a train in 
tloston for Washington must ascertain 
whether bis time-table means 6 o’clock 
by 
Boston 
time, by that of New 
York, Philadelphia or Washington.

ple in traveling soon diecovel: the incon­ 
venience of the local meridian standard of 
time. Watehee are of no assistance what­ 
ever, because every mile traveled east or 
west d. xtroye their relative correctness. 
The Pennsylvania plan proposes simply 
to sweep away local meridian systems, and 
the habit of trying to reckon by home 
time, and to set up as the universal time 
standard of the world that of Greenwich 
observatory. 
If this should be done, a 
Boston man reading a time-table would 
know tbe absolute instant at which a train 
containing his family leaves Chicago, and, 
by referring to his watch, set by Green­ 
wich time, he could ascertain the exact 
position of the eastward-bound train at 
3ny given moment. 
At present, if he 
wishes to telegraph to hiB wife who 
is on a journey, he must go through a 
fussy computation of longitude and time, 
bnsed on the real time where he is, that 
where she is, and the distance in geograph­ 
ical miles between them. Under the pro­ 
posed system, every train advertised to 
start at 10 o'clock, or 22 o’clock, would 
roll out of the station at the same instant ; 
whereas, under the existing system, the 
starting process of 10 o’clock trains is de­ 
ferred, as we see by mentally glancing 
westward, until the sun in his sedate course 
rolls across the legal meridianB. Great 
advantages, no doubt, for travelers. 
But there are very decided objections to 
the plan. 
Dull people wonld never to 
their dying day understand it, and Borne 
people not dull would not master it easily. 
It would necessitate the division of our 
days into twenty-four hours each. The 
tirst bcur would begin as the sun crossed 
the meridian cf Greenwich, and 1 o’clock 
to men scattered along the continent would 
mean very different amounts of daylight and 
darknesB, instead of the same zeal and ap­ 
parent amount of solar declination. People 
who now rise regularly at 8 o’clock in the 
morning wonld find themselves awakening 
a little after 3 a. M., or as it would be called 
under the twenty-four hours system, 
“ lifteen o’clock.” Nevertheless the sun 
woald already shed his beams, and early 
rising would be, on paper, a more com­ 
mendable virtue than it is now. It may be 
said, with perfect truth, that at present 
our system of time division íb a personal, 
local and selfish one. Under the new re­ 
gime we Bhould forget ourselves and onr 
local sunrises and sunsets, look at time as 
marked for all men as one great commu­ 
nity, and thereby gain the knowledge for 
the first time of where onr clays begin. 
But on the other hand we should merely 
have transferred onr present difficulty 
to another spot. If traveling were the 
most important 
and 
common 
occu­ 
pation of men, it might be wise to 
make the change, but it is not. For ninety- 
nine of every acts a man, woman or child 
performs in the course of a year, the local 
time is more useful than a common stand­ 
ard would be. As compared with Green­ 
wich, Boston time is four hours, forty-four 
minutes and fourteen seconds slow, To 
every person who stays in Boston it is 
vastly easier and more natural to remarK 
that the day'e work begins at 7 o’clock and 
school at 9, that dinner is at noon and 
bedtime 10 o’clock, than to translate it 
to Greenwich time. And if tbe person 
goes from Boston to Chicago to live, 
instead of accommodating himself to 
the local custom by a single change of his 
watch, he must learn from the beginning 
the whole arrangement of the day. In­ 
stead of beginning work at 1G minutes 
past 14 o’clock, he does so at 9 minutes 
past 13 o’clock. And even were whole 
bonrs only regarded, there would be great 
•confusion. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company may trikt the matter of travel as 
the mcst important event in man's life, but 
it is not so ; and no people will ever change 
a habit which has always and everywhere 
prevailed, in order to avoid some complica­ 
tion in the matter of starting and running 
railroad trams.—[Boston Advertiser, 


V. M, C. A sso ciatio n s.—YouDg Men’s 
Christian Associations have become a 
feature, and a prominent feature, of these 
later times. That these associations are 
not free from faults most people will be 
willing to admit, but that they are a power 
for good, spite of imperfections, few will 
deny. The associations have just had a 
grand and entbuBiastio meeting in Liver­ 
pool. From the report submitted, it ap­ 
pears that in Great Britain and Ireland 
there are 162 associations, 17,618 members 
and 4,698 associates. There are 132 libra­ 
ries, with 95 reading-rooms. Nineteen of 
tbs associations occupy buildings of their 
own—buildings which have cost 5720,000. 
The annual income is about 5150,000. In 
tbe United StateB and in Canada there are 
some 900 associations. 
Taking into ac­ 
count the Continent of Europe, the Aus­ 
tralian colonies of Great Britain as well as 
Great Britain, Ireland and the United 
States and Canada, the associations through­ 
out the world are probably not under 
3.000. In Great Britain above 25 new as­ 
sociations have been formed during the 
year. W ith a'-l their success, however, it 
is generally admitted that the number of 
members is not at all in proportion to the 
splendid accommodations provided. Some­ 
thing has yet to be done, thinks the Lon­ 
don fi-Ac, to make them more attractive.

SNAKE-HANDLING. 
Apropos of Dr. Stradling’s interesting 
snake anecdotes in your Journal (Nos. 9*>6 
and 969), I send you a note illustrative of 
the danger of handling certain kinde of 
snakes. Out here, individuals of one sect 
of fakirs—religious mendicants—are fre­ 
quently met with wearing young and tame 
pythons as necklaces. One such animal 
took the fancy of an officer, and for a few 
rupees was transferred from the fakirs 
neck to his ; and for some time they were 
both on very good terms. One day our 
friend sat down to breakfast with the py­ 
thon round his neck, a thing he had never 
before done; the tail of the animal came 
across the arm of the chair, and instinct­ 
ively coiled around it. The leverage thus 
obtained seemed to revive its memories of 
victim squeezing, and in a moment the offi­ 
cer was in the pangs of strangulation, 
bound fast to his chair and the awful coil 
of the python around his neck. But in 
that supreme moment of horror appalling 
he retained his nerve ; with his left hand 
he seized the reptile's head and with his 
right grasped a table knife, and was just 
able to inflict a gash behind its head, and 
then the suffocating coils fell back. The 
officer was afterwards found prostrate on 
the Hoor in a dead faint, from which he 
only recovered to be seized with br3tn 
fever, the delirium of which was entirely 
occupied with encounters with monstrous 
serpents. In course of time oe recovered, 
but no one could recognize in that pallid, 
gray-headed and care-worn shadow of a 
man the once stalwart, hearty and enthusi­ 
astic sportsman. 
Another note to illustrate the extreme 
dancer of handling even dead snakes. Ma­ 
jor Dennys, a police officer in the Central 
Provinces, was recently out shooting and 
killed a large cobra. His companion asked 
to see the poison fangs, aDd Major Dennys, 
seizing the head with one hand, opened its 
jaws with the other to exhibit the fangs, 
which, in the approaching rigidity of death, 
closed on his finger. Aware of his awful 
risk, he hastened home sucking his finger. 
Bat all assistance was unavailing. He died 
in three hours. 
I once kept and freely handled a snake 
declared to bo innocuous ; it escaped, and 
after much searching could not be found. 
Presently my boy ran up with tears in his 
eyes declaring that his three pet rabbits 
were dead. And true enough, they were 
so, and quite rigid. Coiled up in the hutch 
was the missing suake which my boy and I 
had so frequently hadled ! 
The handling of snakes is often unavoid­ 
ably forced upon us by the extraordinary 
and oftentimes incomprehensible position 
in which snakes are encountered. We are 
apt to fancy that they are essentially grov­ 
eling creatures, forgetting that their ven­ 
tral sca’es give them admirable facilities 
for climbing. Unless you recognize this 
fact, it is difficult to understand bow snakes 
get into the roofs of up country bungalows, 
which are supported by smooth and white­ 
washed walls and pillars ; how you meet 
them on the upper shelves of your book­ 
cases, or in other apparently inaccessible 
situations. 
But when you meet snakes in the act of 
ascending trees, and apparently with noth­ 
ing to hold on by, you are resigned to your 
fate, and are prepared for sanguine en­ 
counters anywhere and everywhere. If 
you are a lady you must not be surprised— 
as my wife was—at a deadly snake drop­ 
ping out of the sleeve of your velvet jacket, 
which your ayah was helping you on with, 
that jacket having previously hung upon a 
wall-peg, leaving it three or four feet from 
the ground. Nor, if yon are going out 
calling, must you b . astonished if a cobra 
looks in upon you from the double roof of 
your brougham. How did the one suake 
ascend the smooth wall and get into the 
jacket? How did the other pass up the 
smooth and glass-like aides or wheels of 
the brougham and get into its double roof ? 
I might adduce illustrations by the score 
of these strange reconnteis, and they show 
us how we must always be on our gaard 
against snakes. Yet is marvelous that, 
among Europeans, we very rarely hear of 
deaths from snake bites, wbile the bare feet 
and legs of natives leave them frequently 
and fatally open to attack.—[Chambers's 
Journal.

Two 
rooms were filled with corpses. In the 
larger lay about 30 bodies which had 
already been identified, in the other those 
which possibly might yet be identified. 

There were bodies 
without beads, bodies cut in two, bodies 
rolled up in a shapeless mass, flattened 
skulls with plaits of long, fair hair, and 
the soft white arm and hand of a woman, 
with the weddiDg-ring still on the dead 
finger.—[Pall Mall Gazette.

LEGAL NOTICES. 


The Board of Supervisors of tbe Connfy 
of Sacram ento, Slate of California, do 
ordain a» follow » s 
Section 1. Each and every person, copartner­ 
ship, firm or corp ration transacting within the 
limits of the county of Sacramento, State of Cali­ 
fornia, any business hereinafter named, shall pay a 
license therefor in the sum and in the niAiiner in 
this ordinance provided. 
Section 2. Auctioneers are divided into eight 
classes, and must obtain licenses from the Tax Col­ 
lector as follows: 
First—Those whose average monthly sales amount 
to one hundred thousand dollars and upwards con­ 
stitute tbe first class, and must pay a license of 
four hundred dollars per quarter. 
Second—Those whose average monthly gales 
amount to seventy-five thousand dollars and less 
than one hundred thousand dollars constitute the 
second class, an 1 must pay a license tax of three 
bund rod do lars per quarter. 
Third—Those whose average monthly sales 
amount to fifty thousand dollars and under sev­ 
enty-live thousand dollars constitute tbe third class, 
and must pay a liceuse tax of two hundred dollars 
per quarter. 
Fourth — Those whose average monthly sales 
amount to thirty thousand dollars, and less than 
fifty thousand dollars, constitute the fourth class, 
and must pay a license tax of one hundred and 
twenty-five dollars per quarter. 
Fifth—Those whose average monthly sales amount 
to twenty thousand dollars, and lees than thirty 
thousand dollars, constitute the fifth class, and 
must pjy a license tax of one hundred dollars per 
quarter. 
Sixth— Thos^ whose average monthly sales amount 
to ten thousand dollars, and le.BH than twenty thous­ 
and dollars, shall constitute the sixth class, and 
must pay a license tax of thirty dollars per quarter. 
Seventh—Those whrse average monthly sales 
amount to twenty-five hundred dollars, and lt-gs 
than ten thousand dollars, constitute tbe seventh 
class, und must pay a license tax of twenty dollars 
per quarter. 
Eighth—Those whose average monthly sales are 
less than twenty-five hundred dollars constitute the 
eighth class, and must pay a license tax of twelve 
dollars per quarter. 
Section 3. Persons engaged in banking, loaning 
money at interest, or in buying or stlliug notes, 
bonds or other evidences of indebtedness of private 
persons, or in buying or selling State, county or c'.ty 
stotk-*, or other evidences of State, county or citv 
indebtedness, or stocks, notes, bonds or other evi­ 
dences of indebtedness of incorporated companies, 
or gold or silver bullion, or gold or silver coin, are 
uivided into seven classes, and mutt pay a license 
tax us follows: 
First- Those doing business in the aggregate to 
the amount of two hundred and fif y thousand dol­ 
lars per quarter and over constitute the tirst clacs, 
and must pay a license tax of one hundred dollars 
per quarter. 
Second—Those doing business to tbe amount of 
two hundred thousand dollars and less than two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars constitute the 
second class, and* must pay a license tax of eighty 
dollars jht quarter. 
Third—Those doing business to tbe amount of 
one hundred thousand dollars and less than two 
hundred thousand dollars constitute the third class, 
and must pay a license tax of forty dollars per 
quarter. 
Fourth—Those doing business to the amount of 
fifty t housand dollars and lees than one hundred 
thousand dollars constitute the fourth class, and 
must pay a license tax of twenty-five dollars per 
quarter. 
Fifth—Those doing business in any amount under 
fifty thousand dollars and over five thousand dol­ 
lars constitute the fifth class, and must pay a license 
tax of fifteen dollars per quarter. 
Sixth- Those doing business in any amount un­ 
der five thousand dollar» aud over one thousand 
dollars constitute the sixth class, and must pay a 
license tax of eight dolíais per quarUr. 
Seventh—Those doing business in any amount 
under one thousand dollars constitute the seventh 
class, aud must pay a license tax of three dollars per 
quarter.

Section 15. The Auditor must keep m his office 
the stumps oí all licences by him delivered to the 
Tax Collector, and a ledger in which he must keep 
the collect r’a account for all licenses delivered to 
him sold or returned unsold by him.

tion or corporation of which he is I’re ident, Secre­ 
tary or managing agent, will do in the next suc­ 
ceeding three mouths, aud thereupon such person, 
agent, President, Secretary or other cfficer, must 
procure a license from the Tax Collector for the 
term desired, and the class to which such partv is 
liable to pay.

Upon the trial of any action author­ 
ized by this chapter, the defendant is deemed not to 
have procured the propel license, unless he either 
produces it or proves that he did procure i t ; but he 
may plead in the bar of the ac‘ion a recovery against 
him, and the pa>mcnt by bini in a civil action of the 
proper license tax, together with the damages and 
costs. 
Section 2). On the first Monday of each month 
the Collector must return to the Auditor all licenses 
unsold, and be credited therewith, and must, 
with the Auditor, appear at the Treasurer’s office 
and pay into the C ,unty Treasury for the use of the 
county general fund, all moneys collected for li­ 
censes sold during the preceding month, take the 
Treasurer's receipt therefor, aud file duplicates 
thereof with the Auditor. The Auditor must credit 
the Collector and charge the Treasurer therewith. 
Section 21. For each county license issued the 
Collector must collect & fc-e of one dollar, which 
must be paid into the ealary fund of the couity, 
unless the Auditor and Collector arc paid by fees 
instead of salary, in which case the dollar must be 
equally divided between them.

ELECTRIC MOTORS. 
The test of running c»rs by electricity 
was recently tried in France, and in giving 
an account of the trial the Paris News 
says : Yesterday a large number of scien. 
tide and literary men—among whom was, 
of course, the ever active M. de Lesseps— 
repaired on the invitation of M, Simon 
Philippart, Chairman of the French Elec­ 
trical Power Storage Company, to the Place 
des Nations where a yellow tramcar was 
waiting. The company entered, and the 
vehicle, after time had been allowed for a 
few explanatory words by M. Philippart, 
glided without apparent motive power 
smoothly along the rails in the direction of 
the Bastile. It was followed by an enor­ 
mous crowd of sight-seers on foot and in 
vehicles, who intently watched its silent 
progress. The line being quite clear a high 
rate of speed was at once attained, and the 
car soon succeeded in leaving all the pe­ 
destrians behind, the boys being the last 
beaten. Toe carriage and cab horses had 
quite enough to do to keep un with the 
pace until the Place de la liastilc was 
reached, when a few minutes’ halt was 
made so that the ordinary cars might be 
able to proceed on their way. In order, 
however, that no time might be wasted, 
the experimental car was moved oil the 
rails and run along the roadway, where it 
worked with perfect smoothness, thereby 
heading the tramway cars which were tak­ 
ing in passengers. The journey from the 
starting point to the Piace de Bastile had 
been performed in five minutes. 
tin the car proceeding thence towards 
the Seine a veritable triumphal procession 
was witnessed ; crowds 11 icked on to the 
pavements, and every house had its win­ 
dows crowded. The crowd thought it to 
be its duty to cheer, and cheer it did, and 
well might as the car proceeded sur les rou­ 
lettes, without a doubt. Afcer crossing the 
Seine the car proceeded along the Boule­ 
vard St. G.rmain until it arrived at 
the Boulevard St. Michael. 
Here a 
switch again took the wheels off the 
rails without the slightest difficulty. The 
steep ascent from the point where the 
Boulevard St. Germain crosses that of St. 
Michael was made without apparent dimin­ 
ution of speed. At the top a pause was 
made to afford explanations to any inqui­ 
ries of the scientific passengers. The line 
was then followed as far as the Porte de 
Montrouge where,after taking an extremely 
sharp curve, the car was turned for its 
homeward journey. Turning the Boule­ 
vard St. Michael the brake was applied, 
and Eerved to keep the speed under perfect 
control. 
By the time the steep ascent of the Av­ 
enue Wagram was reached the consumption 
of power had begun to be apparent, and it 
was decided to economize by slackening 
the speed somewhat. Toe programme ar­ 
ranged for was, however, followed in a 
most workmanlike manner to the end of 
the journey. Tne horses in vehicles, or 
those being ridden, did not appear to no­ 
tice in the slightest the movement of the 
car during the whole of the inaugural jour­ 
ney. All fear on that head was soon set at 
rest. Every one was astonished at the 
ease with which the brakes were being 
used, the vehicle being pulled up sharp or 
gently with equal facility. The unanimous 
opinion of those who watched the experi­ 
ment was that it was a complete success. 
Contracts have been entered into for fif­ 
teen years with the Paris Tramway and 
Omnibus Companies for the adoption of 
the electrical cars in place of the horse cars 
as soon as the experiments have been 
deemed complete. The tram car ueed was 
one of the ordinary kind, the seats being 
raised twenty inches, somewhat to the in­ 
convenience of such of the'passengers not 
possessed of long nether limbs ; but this 
will be obviated when the system is fully 
adopted and the present cars used in their 
ordinary form, the propelling power being 
converted in trucks placed before them. 
The present rails are being improved at 
certain points to rander the passage of the 
electric cars more easy. At the lowest cal­ 
culation a saving of twenty-five per cent, 
on rolling and live stock may be certainly 
predict' d. Apart from the applicationjof 
the principle to tramway and omnibus pur­ 
poses, the field open to the objects of the 
company is practically boundless. For in­ 
stance, locomotive engines are being built 
by the company, which it is affirmed will 
enable a speed of 100 miles an hour to be 
attained. 
Experiments on railways will 
soon follow those of the tramways. 


are in favor, lastly, of lowering water rates 
to the cost of maintenance and extension, 
a position taken as far back as March last. 
If these propositions will check pros­ 
perity, drive out capital, paralyze improve­ 
ments, prevent investments and increase 
local burdens, let them be rejected. If 
these propositions are not in the interest of 
this city, in which the interests of the 
R e c o r d - U n io n reside, then we are nnable 
to understand the simplest business prop­ 
osition. 
ELECTRICAL YACHTS. 
The London Telegraph describes a steam 
launch that plies upon the Thames oper­ 
ated successfully by electoral motors 
wholly. The success of the boat has led 
Yarrow & Co. to build, in connection with 
the Electrical Power and Storage Company, 
a larger and more complete vessel, which 
is now on exhibition at the Electrical Ex­ 
position in Vienna. This last boat ran on 
the river, against a moderate current, at 
the rate of seven miles an hour, and all its 
vigor was not then called into exercise. 
The boat is forty feet in length, and from 
end to end ie unincumbered by machinery, 
no part of her motive power being visible. 
The whole machinery weighs but two 
tons. The Eagliah paper, which is noted 
for the caution with which it predicts, 
goes bo far as to state its firm conviction 
that before long the whole eteam yacht 
fleet will be crowded out, to give place to 
the electrical yacht fl=et. 
One of the 
great conveniences of the electrical yacht 
is the total absence of that most oppres­ 
sive, and to many people unendurable 
smell of oil, combined with the odors that 
accompany boiler heat, and which pervades 
all steamers to a greater or less degree. 
Now if Sir William Siemens and his co­ 
laborers on electrial motive powors, can 
evolve from electrical science the means of 
propelling sea-going yachts, a great step in 
advance will have been made. That river 
and 8mooth-water yachts may be operated 
by electricity, we take it is established by 
theexperimentsdescribed by the Telegraph. 
We confess, however, that we entertain 
very grave doubts as to the probability, at 
least for many years, of electricians being 
able to so multiply powers as to give a safe 
and steady motor for sea going ships. But 
when they do accomplish the task, it will 
confer a boon on mankind that even the 
imagination can scarcely too strongly pict­ 
ure. 
A CONVENTION CALLED. 
A call is made by Commissioner of Agri­ 
culture Loring for a Convention of the 
representatives of agricultural interests, to 
consider the contagions diseases among do­ 
mestic animals in the United States. The 
Convention is to meet in Chicago on the 
15th and 16th of November. The purpose 
is to consider the extent of such diseases, 
the mode of their introduction and dis­ 
semination, and the efficiency of existing 
legislation for their prevention. California 
has been peculiarly exempt from epidemics 
among food animals. Still we have suf­ 
fered to some extent, and it is possible 
that we may be afflicted seriously with 
diseases among cattle. It is desirable that 
this State should be represented in the 
Convention. Our stock-breeders are deeply 
interested in preserving the exemption this 
coast now enjoys, and should therefore ar­ 
range to send three or four representative 
men to the council about to be held, The 
action taken will have a direct influence 
npon the European markets for American 
meats, and will probably result in the dis­ 
semination of a great deal of useful in­ 
formation, aDd the recommendation of 
measures which it may be necessary to 
press before our own Legislature. Ouly by 
personal representation at the Convention 
therefore can wejbecome speedily and thor­ 
oughly intelligent on the subject. The 
Stock-breeders’ Association, the Wool- 
growers’ Association, and the State Board 
of Agriculture, might well act in concert 
in selecting delegates to represent Califor­ 
nia.

It did not 
do as it might have done, and should have 
done, shield him from the cruel and en­ 
slaving legislation of the Southern States, 
by which he was practically deprived, in a 
great measure, of political rights intrusted 
to him by the nation with over-confidence 
in his ability to hold fast to them. It for­ 
got, as it now too well knows it did, that 
the boon of freedom was too precious a gift 
to be intrusted wholly to the care of those 
whose unaccustomed hands could not 
guard it from the attacks of the old slave- 
masters. It forgot, or overlooked the fact, 
that the servility of centuries born into the 
race and enforced by long servitude could 
not be at once replaced by a free and in­ 
dependent spirit that would assert its 
right and maintain it in the face of the power 
that once ruled absolutely over the destinies 
of a race too suddenly enfranchised. It 
realizes that to-day, after twenty years 
of lawful freedom from involuntary servi­ 
tude, the status of the negro in many parts 
of the South is very little better than in 
the days of slavery. In nearly all the cot­ 
' ton States the condition of the negro is 
now very much like what it was in the 
anti-bellum days. It realizes the fact that 
there is discontent among the negroes at 
the South where the Democratic party is 
the ruling power ; that the colored people 
of the South are forming “ separatist ” 
organizations because they cannot find that 
peace and safety they had reason to expect 
as a consequence of freedom. Republicans 
know that the negro in the South is not 
prosperous, that his condition is in many 
renpects a pitiful one, that the policy of 
the South prevents him from enjoying that 
independence which is possible for him at 
the North. They know that at the Sonth 
he has very little, if any, voice in the 
selection of local officers. They know that 
in many cases he is not yet fitted, even 
after twenty years of freedom, to act with 
the discretion of the freeman and the in­ 
telligent voter, and that his degradation 
and ignorance have given him over in many 
cases to vices which are a shame to his 
race, and give some color of excuse to the 
Southern policy of suppression, and of ex­ 
clusion from local affairs. Now, for all 
these things the Republican party is asked 
to charge itself. And why not ? 
It 
Ib, of 
course, to blame. 
Has it 
not been the 
dominant party in 
the South ? Has not the South been 
solidly Republican ? Is it not true that 
it is to-day all one way, and that way the 
Republican ? Is it not true that the Re­ 
publican party has been the author of all 
the Southern legislation that keep? the 
iron heel upon the negro’s neck ? In Bhort, 
has not its local administration of affairs 
in the South been such as to leave the 
negro but one right—the right to lio down 
and die, as the South Carolina Democratic 
statesman so vigorously puts it? Why 
should not the negro, therefore, form a 
separate organization to punish its chief 
oppressor, the Republican party, and show 
its gratitude to that magnanimous De­ 
mocracy which now weeps so bitterly 
over the political and social wrongs of its 
dear brethren of ebony hue ? Verily, the 
angels shed a briny flood from celestial 
eyes at the sight of such sincere love of 
men for their fellows. No wonder that 
our Sonoma contemporary is moved to 
prophesy, such is the discontent of the 
negro with the Republican party, that 
“ he will almost in a body Bupport Hoadly 
for Governor of Ohio this fall.”

- Declared a Draw on the Seventh 
Bound Neither of the Men H urt-A ll 
Over la Thirty Minutes. 
Special Eight-Page Edition 
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N e w York, October 2d.—Charles Mitchell, 
champion middle weight of England, and 
William Sheriff, alias “ the Prussian,” met In 
the prize ring this afternoon at a secluded 
spot on the shore of Long Island. The fight 
was witnessed by a large number of sporting 
celebrities, and many prominent men of New 
York and vicinity, who were especially in­ 
vited to attend. Both Ergliahmen have each 
had several ring contests, in most of which 
they have been successful. The present 
match was msde September 7th between 
William Madden for Mitchell, and Arthur 
Chambers for Sheriff, the conditions being 
§1000 a side for six rounds. Marquis of 
Q leensfcury rules, science and endurance to 
count. Mitchell has been in training at 
“ F’ar Rocknway” for two weeks. Sheriff 
has been under the care of Arthur Chambers 
for the same length of time at Philadelphia. 
Mitchell aud his trainer, Billy Madden, en­ 
tered the ring at 5:40, and was closely fol- 
lored by “ the Prussian ” and his secrnds— 
Arthur Chambers aud Billy Edwards. Both 
men appeared in good condition.. Mitchell 
won the toss for positioD, and selected the 
southwest corner of the ring. 
FIRST ROUND. 
At 5:52 the men advanced to the center of 
the ring, shook hands, immediately put them­ 
selves in position, and the fight corum; need. 
Tne three minutes allowed for the round were 
Bpcnt ia ineffective eparring for aa opening. 
Mitchell got in the first blow on Sheriff’s 
s'omacb, following with a stiff right-hander 
on the chiu. Sheriff countered on Mitchell’s 
cheek, and also landed a heavy right-hander 
on the face. Mitchell returned the compli­ 
ment with a goad one in the breast, and time 
was called. 
SECOND BOUND. 
After a little sparring, Sheriff let fly his 
right at Mitchell’s face, but was well stopped. 
He got in two heavy right-handers without 
much effect. Mitchell made a play with his 
left, but was short. G:.ugiog his distance bet­ 
ter, Mitchell followed with a left-hander, 
which reached its destination, landing on the 
smeller and tapping the ciaret. Tne men now 
got to close quarters. The fighting was about 
even in delivery and effectiveness. The head 
was the object point of each when the arms 
dropped at the call cf time. 
THIRD ROUND. 
Notwithstanding tbe heavy work in the 
previous rounds, the men came to the scratch 
in good form, and each lookiDg confident. 
Sheriff led off, planting his right on Mitch­ 
ell’s neck. Sheriff’s stomach again offered 
attractions for Mitchell, who, not to be de­ 
nied, visited that part of his opponent's anat­ 
omy, and Sheriff “ looked bellows to mend.” 
He was badly winded. Mitchell kept at 
work, and the Prussian, notwithstanding 
Mitchell's visitation, was quick iu response. 
A hot battle was now fceiDg waged, Mitchell 
doing heavy work with his left and Sheriff 
planting seme heavy right-handers on Mitch­ 
ell’s head. Mitchell drew blood ^ second 
time from Sheriff’s nose as time was called. 
FOURTH ROUND. 
There was little appearance of fatigue in 
either of the men as they stood up for the 
fourth time. Mitchell led off with a blow at 
Sheriff’s head, which was neatly stopped, and 
followed once again with a heavy left-hander 
on the Prussian's stemacb, just above the belt. 
Then followed some quick counters, but with­ 
out damage, and the round closed by Mitch­ 
ell’s delivering a terrific blow iu the ribs. 
FIFTH BOUND. 
No time was lost in beginning work. Al­ 
though both men Bhowed signs of tiring, they 
soon came together, and the heads of both 
suffered for some seconds. Sheriff got in a 
right-hander on Mitchell's throat, the latter 
countering with his left on the stomach and 
right on the head. This was the best-fcught 
round, and the only one in which the men 
showed real fight. 
SIXTH ROUND. 
The men came up spryly, and lost no time 
sparring. Mitchell delivered a left-hander 
on Sheriff’s stomach, while the latter planted 
a hard one on Mitchell’s head. Another 
left-hander from Mitchell almost knocked 
Sheriff down. He rallied quickly, however, 
and put in some telling blows. The tight 
was very eveD until the round wound up with 
Mitchell planting his left on Sheriff’s nose 
and right on his stomach. Sheriff did some 
hard hitting, while Mitchell often fell short. 
Ihe younger man, however, looked fresher 
when time was called. 
SEVENTH ROUND. 
There was some delay in getting the men 
together for this round, as the referee said 
the agreement provided that but six rounds 
should he fought. The spectators set up 
loud cries for the fight to continue, which 
had the effect of bringing the men together 
again. They quickly began, each receiving 
heavy blows in the face. Mitohell got in a 
left-hander on Sheriff’s stomach, which the 
latter returned with a nasty under-cut on the 
chin, Mitchell getting in a similar blow and 
a left-hander again on the stomach. Both 
sparred carefully for a time, and then Mitch­ 
ell landed a heavy one on Sheriff’s nose. The 
latter did some he ivy w rk on Mitchell’s 
head with both hands, until one of Mitchell’s 
stomach-blows caught his wind,short. The 
round finished with some tlnrp hitting on 
both Bides. 
DECLARED A DRAW. 
The fight occupied abjut thirty minutes. 
When the crowd of onlookers, who had paid 
$10 each to see the fight, saw both men pre­ 
paring to leave the ring, they set up a tre- 
menduous yell, and demanded that they 
should fight it out. The referee, however, 
decided the fight over, aud that the result 
was a draw. There were renewed yells, and 
the fighters evinced a disposition to go on, 
but the referee decided against them. Neither 
men appeared much punished. Mitchell 
walked to his carriage as iigbtiy as he left it 
before the fight. A slight swelling of the 
faca was the only indication of the fight 
about the person of the Prussian. The result 
was very unsatisfactory *o all concerned, and 
attempts were made to arrange another 
match, to be fought in Mexico for $2,500. 
A large amouRt of money was put up by the 
friends of both men, but the referee de­ 
clared all bets off. 


A FRANK STATEMENT. 
NEW FRIENDS OF THE NEGRO. 
T he San Francisco Examiner thinks the 
movement in Arkansas among the colored 
people to form a separate political organ­ 
ization indicates discontent with the Re­ 
publican party in the South on the part of 
the Southern negroes.

“ If the negro voter does not hold faBt to 
the Republican party, he will not find a 
plank in the ocean of politics worth his 
while to grapple for.” Now, says the 
Democrat, the color line was broken as an 
act of war—the negro was emancipated to 
save the Union, and not given freedom for 
his own sake. The party, it charges, has 
not done a single thing for the negro that 
it was not led to do for the party interest. 
Therefore, the paper concludes, the negro, 
having got his eyes open to the facts, will 
vote the Democratic ticket hereafter.

THE DEBT DEBATE. 
Our evening contemporary asks if the 
Rei o rd -U n io n has not always been op­ 
posed to the interests of Sacramento. The 
R kcord-U nion has always been the friend 
of the interests of Sacramento, and in de­ 
fending them has time and again been en­ 
gaged in exposing the wild and impractica­ 
ble schemes of our neighbor. It now finds 
it necessary to warn the people against the 
plans to swamp the city iu law-suits and 
fatten lawyers at the expense of taxpay­ 
ers. We have given facts and figures, to 
which our neighbor replies only with 
charges impugning our motives. If such 
ungenerous journalism pleases it, let it in­ 
dulge in i t ; we content ourselves by again 
emphatically pronouncing the imputations 
to be false in word and letter. We are 
told that the true policy is to “ fight,” and 
are treated to phrases of the prize ring as 
to the method of “ knocking out” the 
bondholders.

To 
a half dozen practical business men whose 
integrity ib unquestioned, this whole mat­ 
ter can be safely committed, and as they 
would act in their own affairs so shonld 
this city. The menace of this debt is, as 
every citizen knows, a damage to the city ; 
the long-pending suits are detrimental to 
it ; the sums to be paid to lawyers are 
ill-expended. 
We are in favor now, 
as in April last, of refunding at a 
lower rate of interest; we are in favor 
of getting ont of tbe grip of both the at­ 
torneys and the bond-bolders : we are in 
favor of settlement of the debt on the low­ 
est and best terms possible. While his 
prophecy of prosperity was extravagant, 
we agree with the spirit of Trustee Neil- 
sen’s remarks to the citszens’ meeting in 
April, when he favored settlement on the 
basis of 50 cents, we believe, and added 
that a compromise wonld increase values 
here 100 per cent. We favor the reduction 
of taxation to one per cent, or less, and 
which we have shown can be accomplished 
and to which no reply has been made ; we

Ealvatova Troal on the Witness Stand 
all Day—He Tells all About how 
His Wife was Murdered. 


The Lentini case was resumed at 9 A. M. 
yesterday. The first witness examined was 
Salvatora Troi. Said he knew John Lentini. 
His place was eight miles east of the town of 
Galt. He resided there in February, 1882. 
On the 22 J of that month—don’t know the 
exact time of the day, but late in the aftei- 
noon—saw John Lentini and Pete Carrolla 
coming in a wagon. I went into the house. 
They drove up by the windmill and stopped. 
I then went cut to the windmill, and being 
sick with the rheumatism, sat down on a 
gang-plow. John made the liues fast on the 
brake and climbed down on one side of the 
wagoD, Peter getting out on the other. He 
said, “ Halloo,” and I said, “ Halloo.” John 
came up to me and said. “ W hat de you 
mean by halloo?” Told him to go away 
with his God and let me alone. He 
asked me, “ Where is my baby; you 
told me it wa3 sick.” Told him that yester­ 
day I had gone to Galt and brought home my 
wife and his baby, they having come up that 
day from Stoektoo. Lentini thencaught hold 
of me and struck me three times in the breast. 
I tried to get away from him, and told him to 
quit. My woman seeing the fight, came run 
mug from the house, and said : “ Pete, why 
don’t you hold John? Sam is sick—he has 
the rheumatism.” Sne asked Pete the same 
thiug two or three times, and then Pete went 
bel i d John and pulled him away. Lentini 
held on to me so hard when Pete pulled him 
off that he tore off the lapel of my coat. My 
wife told me to go in the home, which I did, 
while she remained by the windmill in eor- 
versation with Pete and John. When Let 
tini got on his wagon and drove off, 1 went ou 
to the windmill, where my wife and Pete were 
still standing. Pete remained ten ( r fifteen 
minutes, and then walked off iu the direction 
of Lentini’s place. Wife and I then went 
into the house, and I sat down and took the 
baby on my lap while she was preparing sup 
per. After a while my wife -aid there was no 
water in the house. I said, “ All right: 
bring the bucket, and I will go bring some.” 
She got the bucket and said, “ Never mind, I 
will go and get it;” and I replied, “ AH 
right; if you want to go, you go.” She went 
to the door, bucket iu hand, and exclaimed, 
“ Jesus Maria, heie is John coming with a 
gun.” I immediately jumped up, and my 
woman started to rua toward the bed­ 
room, turned partially around, when che gun 
wo- discharged. I saw she was hit, and asked 
if ahe was hurt, and she replied, “ Not much.” 
I ran out of the door and saw John running 
away in a stooping position with a gun in his 
hand. I returned immediately to look after 
my wife, and found her lying in the back 
yard, three or four feet from the house. I 
called to her “ Margareta I Blargareta I” but 
she gave me no answer. I then pulled back 
her eyelics, but they closed again immedi­ 
ately. and 1 saw she was dead. In a second 
I was in the house and back with a pillow ; 
placed it under her hesd and ran toward 
Mrs. Gaffney, calling, “ Mrs. Gaffney I Mrs. 
Gaffney! John has shot my wife!” Met 
Mrs. Gaffoey and the schoolma’am on the 
road. They asked, “ W hat’s the matter?” 
and I replied, “John has killed Margareta.” 
They came with me. and I showed them the 
body. Mrs. Gaffoey felt of Margareta’s 
breast and said she was dead. I then ran 
excitedly all the way to W nite’s, calling, 
“ Mr. W hite! Mr. White ! come help me; 
John kill my wife.” Mr. White, his wife 
and boy came immediately. The body was 
lifted by those present iuto the house and 
placed on the bed. It was about dusk when 
Lentiui shot my wife. 
It was after sun­ 
down, and an hour or so alter Lentini drove 
by tny house. 
Cross-examination—Was born in Syracuse, 
Italy, in 1820; left his native land for Mel­ 
bourne in 1849, and came to the United 
States a few years later ; came to California 
and to Sacramento the year they commenced 
building the State Capitol ; at one time lived 
in Jackson, Amador county ; was married to 
a Swiss lady several years ago in Stockton ; 
he and his wife always lived happily together; 
he loved his wife, and all bis acts toward her 
were those of kindness; he denied having 
had conversations with his neighbors in which 
it was asserted he had threatened the life of 
his w ife; he declared positively that he 
never 
had 
any 
trouble 
with 
his 
wife at any time or on any occasion. 
John Lentini was his brother-in-law. Len- 
tini's little girl was something over four years 
old. Lentini often called at Troai’s place and 
sat at his table. He deoird ever having had 
a conversation with certain parties in regard 
to a difficulty with his wife. Lived a few 
years ago for several months at Liberty, a 
place about two miles from Galt. Never 
offered his wife $500 if she would leave him. 
Witness described the rooms in his house, the 
position of the bed. stove, tables, etc. He 
never talked with Belle Giffuey about abus­ 
ing his wife. A great many questions were 
asked him by Mr. Edgerton in regard to his 
whipping his wife, testimony that had bjen 
given in his examination before the commit­ 
ting magistrate, all of which he denied. He 
lived with a woman in Syracuse before he 
came to the United States. Was not married 
to her: has not written to her hídcb he left 
there ; has sent her no money nor piesents. 
Judge Hull objected to further examination 
in that direction, and the objection was sus­ 
tained. 
aftern o o n session. 
Cross-examination of Salvatora Troai re­ 
sumed—A great many questions were asked 
witness about a wife in Italy. Sam said that 
four years before he was married to Margareta 
the woman belived within Italydied. This in­ 
formation he obtained from his older brother, 
Bastiano, who came from the old country 
yearBago. 11 istianoisnow a resident of Lima, 
Feru. Had known Lentini since he married 
Mrs. Troai’s sister. Troai obtained the li­ 
cense forL-ntini and was present when they 
were married. For the first bíx months of 
their marriage Lentini and his wife 
lived 
with 
Troai. 
John 
Lentini 
plowed once about an hour for Troai. 
I.entini callad at Troai’s place quite frequ ntly. 
The fight between John and Troai lasted less 
than five minutes. Troai only defended him­ 
self, one arm being useless on account of 
rheumatism. Lentini was leading a horse 
behind his wagon. Mrs. Troai kept Len- 
tini’s little girl about two years and a half. 
Troai was home all day the day of the homi­ 
cide. Mr. Edgerton had Troai repeat the 
statement he made in his direct examination 
regarding all the incidents attending the mur­ 
der. He never told any one that the little 
girl was shot in the arm at the same time 
that Margareta was killed. 
Mr. E Igertoa off -red to read the testimony 
given by Salvatora Troai at the Coroner’s in­ 
quest. 
Judge Holl objected to its being introduced: 
said at the time the evidence was taken before 
tbe Coroner’s inquest there was no official re­ 
porter present; that Troai uoderstood and 
spoke the English language very imperfectly, 
and was not furnished an interpreter. Judge 
Holl was wifiiog that it should be ueed as a 
memorandum, but in no other wav. 
The objectioD was sustained. Afterwards 
it wes agreed that the evidence spoken of 
should be read to Troai in the Italian lan­ 
guage by the interpreter. Each of the in­ 
terureters was given a copy of the document, 
and af er a long parley between them. Judge 
Holi, in order ta exi>edite business, withdrew 
hie objection, and Henry Edgerton ie»d the 
document to the jury. 
Timothy Lee was put on the stand to orove 
that the place of the homicide was in Sacra­ 
mento oonnty. State of California. 
Frank Troai also testified to its being in 
Sacramento county. 
Hie prosecution rested their case, and the 
Court adjourned to 9 A. M. to-day.

W e have received a volume on “ W ork and 
W ages,” by Sir Thomas Braesey, K. C. B., 
M. P. 
I t is from the piess of (j. P. P ut­ 
nam a Soon, New York, and is for sale by A. 
L, Bancroft & Co., San Francisco. 
Price, §1. 
Sir Thomas’ book is ushered in by a preface 
by Sfr Arthur Helps, which explains that the 
substar.ca of the work was to have appeared, 
according to a previous plan, as an essay on 
labor, subjoined to the life of Mr Bras.ey, 
Sir Thomas’ father, which life Sir Arthur 
Helps was engaged upon writing. 
The essay 
was upon a subject so vast and far-reaching 
that Sir Thomas determined to make a vol­ 
ume of it, and the present is the result, 
It 
is written in a spirit friendly to labor, and 
with a view toward mediating between em­ 
ployers and employed, to counteract what­ 
ever untruths may be fostered iu the minds 
of working people about their employers by 
demagogues. 
The first chapter is a brief 
historical review of the rights of labor and the 
deeper meanings and the justice or injustice 
of strikes and trades-unions. 
Later, Sir 
ThomaB remarks on the high wages in Cali­ 
fornia, which he says the Pacific railway has 
cot yet affected, though it must in the long 
run tend to equalize the value of labor ia the 
W estern and Eastern States. 
While he be­ 
lieves in emigration, he advocates that it 
should be to rising country towns and not to 
New York City, whoncs he quotes informa­ 
tion he has received that there are more per­ 
sons unemployed in proportion to the popula­ 
tion in New York than in London. 
Sir 
Thomas appreciates the relief emigration af- 
firds the crowded civilizations of ths Old 
World, bnt he remarks that the man who ap­ 
plies to the Government for the small eum 
now needed to cross the Atlantic, is not 
likely to be the man provided with the little 
store of capital which is an essential condi­ 
tion to successful emigration. 
Sir Thomas 
disproves the alleged physical deterioration 
of the laborer, nor does he believe that 
American competition will be dangerous to 
England’s commercial prosperity. 
The book 
belongs to the “ Library of Popular I nforma­ 
tion Series.” I t is well indexed. 
On our table is a volume entitled “ Ger­ 
many Seen W ithout Spectacles.” by Henry 
Haggles. 
I t is published by Lee & Shepard, 
Boston, and is for sale by W. A. & C. S. 
Houghton, Sacramento, at S2 50. 
The title 
of this collection of “ random sketches of 
various subjects penned from ditferont stand­ 
points ia the Empire,” as the title-page cor­ 
rectly describes it, would prepare one for a 
rather dyapectic, carping review of things 
Teutonic; 
but Mr. Buggies, late United 
States Consul at the Island ef M alta, and 
Barcelona, Spain, as he writes himself, is a 
thoroughly healthy, hearty thinker, who 
looks upon things with unprejudiced eyes 
and describes them with fearless pen. 
One 
is prepared for the rever-e of fulsome flat­ 
tery by the meek but wily tone of his infro- 
duction, which says with becoming humility 
that tho Americans have been nationally im­ 
proved by the unsparing criticism of foreign­ 
ers, so one knows that the national improve­ 
ment of Germany is going to be undertaken 
by the same process. 
The hopeless degrada­ 
tion and servitude of the lower class of Ger­ 
man wemen Mr. Buggies represents as eveii 
wor-e than it has been described, thestudents’ 
dueling acd ¡beer-drinking he finds brutal in 
the extreme. 
The firemen going to put on 
their uniform, to shave and get their boots 
blacked, demonstrates the infrequency of 
fires in Germany, but strikes an American 
drolly. The “ royal craok,” King Louis of 
Bavaria, makes the interesting subject of 
one chapter. 
The anecdote of the soldier 
who imitated the nightingale’d song is a new 
one. Ths book concludes with a dissertation 
on the sngar-boet—the next great agricult­ 
ural industry to hop-raising in Germany. 
M r. F-uggles prints “ m ost” for “ almosf,” 
and “ w ould” for “ should,” but his book 
is bright and interesting, and treats pleas­ 
antly things wholly out of the common vein. 
“ A Sea Q íeen,” by W. Clark Bussell. 
New York : Harper & Brothers. 
Is for Bale 
by A. L. Bancroft & Co , San Francisco. 
That Mr. Bussell ia the author of the 
“ Wreck of the Groavenor” is enough to 
recommend a new book from his pen to lovers 
of sea stories. 
This last volume is the ad­ 
ventures, autobiographically told, of a young 
English woman, the daughter and wife of a 
sailor, who takes a voyage with her husband 
on a sailing vessel to Sierra Leone. 
Several 
gales and a mutiny are among the trials they 
encounter. 
They are cut adrift by the mu­ 
tineers in an open boat, come upon a fever- 
stricken brig, on board of which ail hands are 
dead but one boy. 
The scene in which the 
plucky hue baud and wife take possession of 
the infected brig, clear and fumigate it and 
put to ssa, is as quiet and realistic in its de­ 
scription of horrors as Poe’s “ A rthur Goraou 
Pyne.” Jesíie, the heroine, is as brave, in­ 
telligent and helpful as she is Affectionate, 
and deserves her title of Sea Q íeen. 
The 
little descriptions of home-life and lore are 
naturally, often touchingly, sketched in, and 
the sturdy simplicity of the emotions is a 
welcome contrast to the morbid analysis that 
modern self-conscionsness has entailed upon 
the majority of the novels cf the present day. 
“ Thicker than W ater ” is the title of a new 
novel by James Payn. 
I t is from the press 
of Harper Si Bros., and is for sale by A. L. 
Bancreft & Co., San Francisco, 
I t is prob­ 
ably one of toe better works of this accom­ 
plished novelist. 
I t is not a creation cf ge­ 
nius, nor a brilliant fictioD, but it has sterling 
good Qualities, such as clearness of det-i!, 
lucidity of plot, naturalness in character 
sketching, and sustained interest of narrative. 
The reader is not at all likely to lay it down 
unfinished, nor will he find it so impressed 
upon his mind that he cannot dismiss it at 
will. 
It i?, indeed, a novel that we find 
small fault with as we read it, and which, 
once read, we leave behind without any re­ 
gret that it is finished. 
In short, it is a good 
•tory well told, bnt not ene to fix and repro­ 
duce itself in the mind as does the novel that 
is born of genius. 
But in saying this we do 
not mean to be understood ae expressing the 
idea that each children of genius are many, 
or that they are so plentiful in these days that 
we cannot help stumbling over them, acd so 
we come, after all, to c.nclude that Mr. 
Payn’e pleasant novel will rank with the av­ 
e n g a good works of magazine fiction. 
Harper Bros., New York, have issued, and 
A. L. Bancroft A Co., San Francisco, hare 
fo r sale, a small work containing the essays 
of Professor W. G. Snmn»r, which recently 
appeared in Harper t Weekly under the gen­ 
eral title, “ W hat the Social Classes owe to 
Kaeh 0 ;h sr.” As we have referred editorially 
to the most of the essays already, there is no 
necessity to remark upon them new, further 
than to say that they treat of topic) of the 
day which are engaging much of public 
thought, such as the new philosophy that 
poverty is the best policy; that it is not 
wicked to be rich, or that to be rich is 
not crim inal; on oiioding one's own business; 
on the case of “ the forgotten man 
why we 
ehonld lore one another, etc. 
These essays 
are incisive, tearless, unmistakable, and touch 
the subjects treated at the heart with a vigor 
. th at admits of no doubt as to what their au­ 
thor holds to be the duty of men to society, 
and of society to men. The paper entitled 
“ Old Foes under New Faces ” should be read 
generally, fox its wisdom is undeniable, and 
its truths are stated in a manner that send 
them home with especial force.

man’s taste in poetry íh a good deal the index 
of his mental calibre in belles-lettres and of 
a book of travels that in its first paragraph 
quotes seriously— 
" My native land, good night," 
And 
“ Tired Nature's sweet restorer, balmy sleep,” 
And calls eating the evening meal, “ sup- 
pored,” one feels in awe. 
If we could, by 
internal evidence, know when Thomas Sil- 
loway laid the pen down and Lee L Powers 
took it up, we might say, “ Thomas has 
treated the blarney stone inadequately, but 
Lse’a sketch 
of Limerick 
is 
ting­ 
ling 
with 
attic 
salt,” 
or 
“ Lee 
nods 
in 
England,

But the same mild dullness pervades the work 
cf both hr others-in-letter-, even their deadly- 
lively attempts at a joke are drowned in a 
sea of verbage.

This collection of ob­ 
servations on Spain, its history and its peo­ 
ple, is composed in a grave and thoughtful 
spirit. 
Each subject is treated under a 
separate head, be the space devoted to it 
short or loDg. 
There is no regular division 
into chapters. 
The Spanish police, the an­ 
cient Moors, the bull-fighting, sherry, port 
and cork 
manufacture, 
are 
treated in 
turn, as the writer is in L i Maucha, 
Granada, Seville or Jerez. There are a num­ 
ber of short essays under sub-heads on the 
subject of Gibraltar, a history of it end de­ 
scriptions of its defenses and natural feat­ 
ures. 
On his last page, the conclusion 
of a note on the Albigensee, Mr. Day

Professor Bolfe’s latest issue of the Shake­ 
speare series, from ths press of Harper & 
Bros., New York, is for sale by A. L. Ban­ 
croft & Go , San Francisco. 
It contains the 
poems “ Venus and Adonis,” “ The Bape of 
Lucrece,” “ Ths Passionate Pilgrim.” and 
“ A Lever’s C-m plaint.” Professor Bolfe’s 
notes and comments are, to our view, by far 
the most interesting in this volume of any he 
has given us in this eonom ic and admirable 
Beries. Tne history of the poems is given 
with an elaboration which is very satisfact­ 
ory, and the annotations and comments, 
given as the lines are presented, are of much 
value to the reader. 
It would be a very 
pleasant task, and one of compensation, did

Hard Luck of an Aged Sierra County 
Pr ispector. 
[Nevada Transcript.] 
A gentleman who came down from Sierra 
county Wednesday evening gives us the par­ 
ticulars of a sad accident that occurred on 
the Middle Waters. 
A party of prospectors 
from Forest City had been out on a tour, 
and when about fourteen miles from home 
decided to take a short cut so as to reach 
there earlier than they could by takiug the 
usual route. 
Ia order to do this it was nec­ 
essary to scale a precipice. Two of the 
younger men got up ail right, hut iu attem pt­ 
ing to follow them Robert Buzan was pre­ 
cipitated over a cl.ff about fourteen feet high 
by the breaking of some rootB by which he 
was raising himself.

ment, then moving slightly, fell to another 
stopping place near the river’s edge.

SCIENTIFIC NOTES. 


The em inent Italian seismologist, Pro­ 
fessor Palmieri, attributes the Ischia dis­ 
aster to subsidence of land consequent on 
the unusual activity of M ount Vesuvius. 
From expei iments at Caracas, Venezuela, 
Mons. V. Marcano concludes th at the sap 
of tropical vegetation circulates completely 
through the plants w ithin a period of 
tw enty-four hours. 
A drawing of the skeleton of the gigantic 
fossil reptilo known as Brontosaurus excel- 
sits has been made by Professor O. C. 
Marsh. 
Nearly all the bones illustrated 
belonged to a single individual, which was 
nearly or quite tifty feet in length when 
alive, and m ast have weighed more than 
tw enty tons. 
I t had a small head, massive 
feet and legs, and a large tail. 
Its small 
brain indicates th at it was a stupid, slow* 
moving animal. 
I t was more or less am­ 
phibious, and 
its 
food 
was probably 
aquatic plants. 
Professor Milne, of Tokio, calls atten­ 
tion co the hitherto almost overlooked class 
of phenomena which he term s “ earth pul­ 
sations.” 
He refers to movements of the 
earth’s surface so slow as to escape ordi­ 
nary observation. 
The meager evidence 
thns far collected makes it appear probable 
th at variations of atmospheric pressure 
cauBe motions of the earth’s cruet, while it 
has been calculated th at the tides which 
twice a day load our shores produce risings 
and fallingB of the land in a sim ilar man­ 
ner. 
It is quite certainly proven th at such 
slow and imperceptible pulsations are often 
spread from earthquake centers. 
W riting from F ort Rae, M arch 25th, 
Captain H. P. Dawson, Commander of the 
British 
Circumpolar Expedition, stated 
th at w inter really set in at th a t place (lat­ 
itude G2a 30' north) on the 1st of Decem­ 
ber, when the therm orreter sank to 34° 
below zero. 
In January the ten perature 
approached 50' below, but during a storm 
in the early part of February it rose to 20° 
above. 
It afterw ard fell again, reaching 
39° below on the 23d of March. 
He thinks 
it probable th at (30° below zero is a not un­ 
common tem perature during severe win­ 
ters. 
“ It is strange,” his letter eays, 
“ how much less one feels this extreme 
oold than m ight he imagined. For the first 
day or two it was unpleasant, but after 
th at the system seemed to accommodate 
itself to it, so th at a day when the tem ­ 
perature was anywhere above— 15° felt 
warm and pleasant. 
To-day, for instance, 
I am w riting w ith my window open, 
although the therm om eter is several de­ 
grees below zero, and there is a light 
breeze.” 
Signor Tos el! i, says the Journal o f the So­ 
ciety o f Arts, is reported to have invented 
an apparatus for exploring the depths of 
the ocean w ithout danger or inconvenience. 
I t is about 25 feet in hight, and constructed 
of steel plate, w ith gun-m etal castings. I t 
is calculated to resist a pressure of ISO 
pounds to the square inch, so as to be able 
to attain a depth of 65 fathoms. 
The in­ 
ternal space is divided into three com part­ 
m ents—a t the bottom a chamber capable 
of being enlarged or contracted by a flex­ 
ible diaphragm so as to increase or dim in­ 
ish the volume of w ater displaced, and 
thus perm it of rising or sinking ; a room 
capable of holding eight explorers, occupy­ 
ing the central portion of the spheroid, and 
provided with lenses, so as to perm it of 
looking o u t; and the upper space reserved 
for those intrusted w ith maneuvering the 
vessel. 
A powerful electric lamp is to shed 
its rays all around the apparatus for a con­ 
siderable area, and telegraphic and tele­ 
phonic wires will place those in the vessel 
in communication w ith the steam er from 
which it is intended to be suspended. 


Seth Green’s Ideas About the Finny Tribe 
and Some of Bis Varied Experiences 
[Turf, Field and Farm .] 
“ How did you ever come to devise this 
scheme ?” 
“ I have been working at it ever since I 
was large enough to bend a pin.” 
The above remark was addressed to Mr. 
Seth GreeD, the veteran fi3h-culturist, who is 
known to the entire world, snd his reply in­ 
dicates the extent of his labors. 
“ When I was quite young,” he continued, 
“ I would lie on the limbs of trees that 
reached out over the water entire afternoons 
watching the movements of the flsh and 
studying their habit". 
In this way I discov­ 
ered many characteristics which were before 
unknown. 
I saw, as every observer must 
see, the destructive elements that are warring 
againBt flsh, and I realized that unless some­ 
thing was done the life in the streams of this 
country would become extinct. 
To counter­ 
act this disastrous end became my life work, 
and I am happy to say I have seen its accom­ 
plishment." 
"W ere you successful on the start ?” 
"N o , indeed. U p to that time all artificial 
attempts to hatch and raise flsh from the 
spawn had failed, and I was compelled to ex­ 
periment in an entirely new manner. 
The 
work was a careful and tedious one, but I 
fiually succeeded, and to-day I am able to 
hatch and raise fully seventy-five per cent, of 
all spawn.” 
“ Enormous ! W hy, that is a larger per- 
centsge than either the vegetable or animal 
kingdoms produc) in a natural condition.” 
“ I know it, but we exercise the greatest 
care in the start, and guard the little fellows 
until they become able to care for them­ 
selves.” 
The foregoing conversation occurred at Cal­ 
edonia, where the representative of this paper 
was paying a visit to the State fish hatch­ 
eries. 
It has been his privilege to report 
very many interesting sights within the past 
twenty five years, but the view presented 
here exceeds in interest anything ever before 
attempted. 
11 How many fish are there in those ponds, 
Mr. G reen? ’ 
“ As we nave never attempted to count 
them it will be impossible to say. 
They ex­ 
tend way up into the millions though. 
We 
shipped over 3,000,000 cut of the ponds this 
year, and there seemed to be as many after­ 
ward as before. 
We have nearly everv vari­ 
ety of the trout family and many hybrids.” 
“ You speak of hybrids, Mr. Green, W hat 
do you mean by that ?” 
“ I have experimented for years in crossing 
the breed of the various fish, and am etill 
working upon it. 
We cross the female sal­ 
mon tront with the male brook trout, and 
tbue produce a hybrid. 
Then we cross the 
hybrid with the brook trout, which gives ua 
three-quarter brook trout and ODe-quarter 
salmon trout. 
This makes one of the finest 
fishes in the world. 
He has all the habits of 
the brook trout, lives in both streams and 
lakes, develops vermillion spots on his sides, 
rises readily to a fly, is far more vigorous and 
fully one-third larger than ordinary brook 
trout of the same age. 
The possibilities of 
development of the ÜBh world are great, and 
we are rapidly ascertaining what they are.” 
As the man of news watched the counte­ 
nance of Mr. Green while he was giving the 
above account, he could not but (eel that he 
was in the presence of one of the few inves­ 
tigators who, from a rich and life-long expe­ 
rience, bring great benefit to the world, 
¿ et 
the reader imagine a strong and stalwart 
frame, surmounted by a bead strongly re­ 
sembling that of Socrates, and covered with 
a white silky beard and luxuriant gray hair. 
Seth Green, the father of fish culture, is a 
picture of health, acd the reporter could not 
help remarking so. 
" If you had seen me the last winter and 
spring, young man, you might have thought 
differently,” said the veteran. 
“ How is that? One would think, to look 
at ynn, tl a', sickness wat something of which 
you knew nothiDg.” 
“ Aud so it was until last winter. 
I went 
down into Florida in the fall to eee what 
kind of fish they had in that State, and study 
their habits, and wae attacked with malaria 
in its severest form, and when I came home 
I realized (or the firet time in my life that I 
was sick.

PACIFIC COAST 
ITEMS. 


Quail are plentiful in Plumas. 
Stock thieves are at work near Bodie. 
Portland, Or., has a ten-cant parcel de­ 
livery. 
Carson river is low, and there is said to he 
much eickness on the stream. 
San Diego boasts of a centipede seven 
inches in length and one in width. 
The graders on the railroad for Clear Lake, 
B utte county, were increased by forty China­ 
men the other day. 
Several hundred cords of wood have been 
seized at Clinton, Mono county, by L mted 
States timber agents. 
The locks on the boxes to receive contri­ 
butions for the poor at the Catholic Church 
at Moaterey were broken last week. 
An almost inexhaustible supply of water 
has been found by digging at Independence, 
on the Carson and Colorado Railroad. 
The United States Land Office at Carson 
has been abolished, and the books 
and 
records transferred to the office at Eureka. 
Isadore, a noted Piegan half-breed, was 
killed by a Piegan brave, about ten days ago, 
on Birch creek, M. T., north of Old AgeDcy. 
So many cattle have been sent over the 
California lice from Nevada that the com­ 
plaint is made of scarcity in the sagebrush 
State. 
Six contracts have been let on the A ri­ 
zona Central Railroad, and it is now in­ 
tended to finish work by the 1st of June 
next. 
On Tuesday morning 50,000 salmon eggs 
were taken down from the Government 
hatchery on the McCloud river and shipped 
to the East. 
The Oroville Register gives currency to a 
report that Governor Stanford offered Gen­ 
eral Bidwell a million and a half for his Chico 
ranch, which was ri fused. 
The pay car of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road passed through Fresno with about $700,­ 
000 on board, whi h will be paid out between 
th at place and New Orleans. 
Henry Volkmar, a little boy, was attacked 
by a vicious Bteer at M yrtle Point, Or., the 
other day, and had one of his eyelids P ro off 
and the skull laid bare for some distance 
above the eye. 
Rev. W. C. Gray, who for years has oc­ 
cupied the pulpit at Reno, CarBon and Vir­ 
ginia City, has been transferred to the 
Columbia River Conference, and has been 
assigned to the charge at W alla Walla, W. T. 
The Walla Walla Statesman says: 
“ The 
Kootenai Railroad is surveying its line on 
the Kootenai river, and will begin grading as 
soon as the Canadian Pacific can transport 
their rails and supplies. 
Their expenditures 
this season will amount to over $100,000.” 
The old vines in the Stanford vineyard at 
Vina are heavily loaded with grapes, and the 
men are engaged in raisin and wine making. 
I t is probable that an immense winery and 
fruit cannery will be erected on the ranch 
next spring, when all the surplus fruit will be 
purchased from Tehama, Shasta, Butte and 
Colusa counties. 
On the summit of Mount Rose, a tall peak 
of the main Sierras, lying nearly wfBt of 
Steamboat Springs, Nev., is a huge fissure, 
formerly a portion of the crater of an extinct 
volcano, which has been constantly filled 
with snow and ic 3 ever since the settlement 
of the country by the whites. 
This snow 
has suddenly disappeared, to the great won­ 
der of the ranchmen of Washoe Valley. 
Never before has the chasm been Been bare 
of snow. 
No one has yet been up to in­ 
vestigate, bnt it is feared that the old moun­ 
tain may be preparing to fire up, and that 
the rocks have grown so hot as to melt the 
snow. 
Mi»s Annie Derry, of Napa City, now 
teaching school in Soscol district, while walk­ 
ing on the railroad track on her way from 
school, stumbled and fell, and on attempting 
to rise fonnd her Bhoe had become fast under 
the rail. 
The train was in sight, and every 
effort to extricate herself was unsuccessful 
until she thought of taking her foot out of 
the shoe, which she did, and rolled off the 
track as the train dashed by. 
Her mental 
anxiety was intense, and the shock to her 
Deivous system was so great that she fainted, 
in which condition Bhe was picked up by her 
friends.

MININS NOTES. 


The Spanish Dry Diggings, in El Dorado 
county, are showing rich quartz. 
T he output of the Isabella Company, in 
Alpine county, is beginning to look en­ 
couraging. 
The California Copper mine, at W hisky 
Diggings, Placer county, is to have steam 
m achinery. 
The Calico mines, in San Bernardino 
county, continue to show evidences of tine 
bodies of ores. 
Free-gold quartz finds in Del N orte and 
T rinity counties are making th at section of 
the State happy. 
The Plym outh Company is to erect an im­ 
mense reservoir above Oleta, in Amador 
county. 
I t will cover 250 acres, 
A bont 200 ounces of clean gold were 
taken out of the Gold H ill mine, Calaveras 
county, in five days’ tim e last month. 
For the first time in its history the Am ­ 
ador Canal is short of water, and has seri­ 
ously checked mining in Amador county. 
The Sierra B uttes mine paid out last 
week $13,000 to parties who were damaged 
by the breaking of the Sardine Lake dam 
one year ago. 
One day this week one pound of dirt 
taken from the Juniper mine, at Hayden 
Hill, Lassen county, was washed out care­ 
fully and fonnd to contain $16 75 in gold. 
The nickel mines 
recently found in 
Churchill county, Nevada, are said to be 
very rich, and, as mines of this m ineral are 
very rare, the value of the property is 
sim ply beyond estimate. 
The miners on the Klamath, in the dry 
diggings, are very hopeful of a good w inter 
for water, as they have had a very poor 
supply this y e a r; in fact, have hardly 
been able to do any mining at all. 
There is in the Buelow Consolidated 
claim, Nevada county, a ledge eighty feet 
wide and cropping out at the surface, th at 
promises good results. 
The ore is of a 
greenish color and of slate formation. 
W e are informed by a gentlemen from 
Fresno Flats th at there is not a quartz mill 
now in operation in the Potter Ridge m in­ 
ing district, owing to the scarcity of water.

And here are snake charmers hand­ 
ling the deadly cobras with impunity, their 
fangs being extracted. In Bombay one can 
see any day three modes of disposing of 
the dead. 
The C hristians bury in the 
earth. 
The Hindoos burn their dead. 
Sometimes the remains are_ burned to 
ashes, but often, for w ant of fuel, they are 
only partially burned and then thrown into 
th e water. 
But of all the modes of dis­ 
posing of the dead, the custom of the Par­ 
sees is the most repulsive. 
They leave the 
naked remams on the top of lofty stone 
tow ers to be devoured by vultures. Across 
th e bay from Bombay are the celebrated 
" Caves of Elephants,” gigantic subterra­ 
nean temples excavated in the rock, con­ 
taining colossal stone idols. 
These caves 
bave an ancient bnt nnknown history. 
W hzt know ye of them ? Nothing; there they stand ; 
Gloomy as night, inscrutab’e as fate, 
The stranger's wonder, all their worship now.

The second trial of Dr. M. A. Wolfe, 
charged with manslaughter by malpractice, 
was begun in Judge Wilson’s Court Tuesday. 
The first trial of the accused resulted iu a 
disagreement of the jury. 
Senator Stewart resumed his argument 
Tuesday morning in the celebrated debris 
suit on hearing in the United States Cir­ 
cuit Court. 
He finished his argument, 
and was followed by I. S. Belcher for the 
plaintiff. 
The Grand Lodge of the Independent Or­ 
der'of Good Templars of California opened 
their twenty-fourth anm al session at Dash­ 
away Hall at 10 o’clock Tuesday morning, 
M. C. W inchester, of Grafton, G. W . C. T., 
presiding. 
The yellow fever cases on board t he steamer 
Newbern are reported as continuing to pro­ 
gress favorably.
